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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record does not teach or support, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim, a sensor for determining a 
concentration of particles in gases at least one substrate element; a first measuring 
electrode; and a second measuring electrode, wherein there is a measuring area 
between the first measuring electrode and the second measuring electrode, wherein the 
first and second measuring electrodes are arranged so that by applying a voltage 
between the measuring electrodes an asymmetric electric field is formed on the 
measuring area; wherein the first and second measuring electrodes each include finger 
electrodes that are interdigitated to form an interdigital comb structure, and wherein the 
finqer electrodes of at least one of the measuring electrodes includes finger electrodes 
having have varying widths and at least one measuring electrode has regularly 
arranged geometrical shaped structures along sides of the finger electrodes facing the 
other measuring electrode.
